‘ALBANY, N. Y., April 4.—With 
Governor Smith gaining strength 
daily among Democrats throughout 
the country, his party organization in 
this State is preparing to offer him 
to the nation with a flourish on April 
17, when the new Democratic State 
Committee will meet in New York 
City to elect a Chairman and other 
officers. 

This became known after a visit to 
the Capitol today of George W. Ol- 
vany, leader of Tammany Hall, who 
conferred with the Governor and 
with Lieut. Gov. Edwin Corning, who 
is Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, with regard to the pro- 
gram for the first meeting of the 
committee members elected at yester- 
day’s primaries. 

Mr. Corning, who has been anxious 
to surrender his present position at: 
the head of the committee and today 
renewed his request to be relieved, 
will, it is understood, be re-elected 
as Chairman. 

Governor Smith will not be in the 
State when the new committee meets, 
leaving next week for the South. 
Mr. Olvany, who is to start Friday 
for a trip to Florida, @#fihreturn for 
the’ séssion. It-is not regarded as 
probable, however, that the Smith 
resolution will be offered by a Tam- 
many member of the new committee. 


Step Not on Smith’s Initiative. 


The proposal was not included in 
the agenda of the gathering on April 
17 until today.

It is understood that the Governor 
was not formally asked to pass upon 


the proposal to present his name to}. 


the nation when the og delegates 
at large are instructed through a 
resolution to support the Governor 
for the Presidential nomination as 
long as his name remains before the 
convention. It will be the action of 
his party and will not involve him 
in any policy inconsistent with his 
oft-repeated declaration that he 
would not raise a finger in an ef- 
fort to secure the nomination for 
himself. 

Of course, through compliance 
with the primary laws in a number 
of States, where the consent of can- 
didates is required. before their 
names can be entered, the Governor 
has already qualified as a_ full- 
feed candidate for the nomina- 

on. 

Under the system in vogue in this 
State only the delegates-at-large, 
who are elected either by a State 
convention or by the State commit- 
tee of the respective parties, can be 
pledged. The district delegates, 
elected at primaries, are left free 
to carry out the wishes of their re- 
spective constituencies. In this in- 
stance, however, Governor Smith 
will have a solid delegation from 
his own State to take the lead in 
the fight to be made for his nomi- 
nation. 

Delegate Slate Is Drafted. 

With the exception of one name, 
recently added, the entire slate for 
delegates-at-large to the Houston 
Convention received the final appro- 
val of the Governor and the two 
Pp leaders. It was said after the 
conference that the eighth place on 
the delegation Phat es would go to 
Mrs. nry orgenthau Jr. of 
Dutchess, although one of the other 
members of the Democratic “big 
eight,”’ Franklin D. Roosevelt, was 
credited to that county when his 
name was entered.

Shown on Screen Here 
Nine Hours Later. 











PROCESS TAKES TWO HOURS 


Telephotograph Will Speed the 
Showing of News Pictures, 
A. T. & T. Officials Say. 


A blonde motion picture actress 
stepped from the Twentieth Century 
Limited in Chicago at 10:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning and smiled with 
a recognition born of familiarity into 
a waiting motién picture camera. 
She told people at the station that 
she was en route to Los Angeles. 

Nine hours later, and more than 
900 miles away in New York City, 
the Chicago smile of the blonde star 
was flashed from the screen of the 
Embassy Theatre. The smile tad 
indistinctness of the 
early movies, but its showing 
marked the completion of the first 
public demonstration of movies 
transmitted over telephone wires. 

» Phe: screen.star whose smile made 
ten feet of film was Miss Vilma 
Banky, and the way the film reached 
New York so quickly was by the tele- 
photograph process, hitherto re- 
served for ‘‘stills’’ alone.

How the Movie Was Prepared. 

The negative motion picture film 
was developed, dried and cut into 
6-inch strips in Chicago. These strips 
were: pasted, ‘three’ in tandem,. be- 
tween giass plates, and .the plates 
were then SS, The re- 
sultant 5 by 7 inch positive films, in 
virtually all ways identical with 
“still”? telephotographic. film, .were

Announcement in Commons by 
Prime Minister Causes Sharp 
Flurry in New York.

LONDON, April 4.—All restrictions 
on the export of rubber from British 
Malaya and Ceylon imposed by what 
has been known as the Stevenson 
scheme will be removed Nov. 1, it 
was announced by Prime Minister 
Baldwin in the Commons today. The 
Government’s decision, the announce- 
ment whereof caused an immediate 
break in prices on the Stock Ex- 
change, was taken as the result of 
the receipt of a report of a, Commit- 
tee of Civil Research deputed to in- 
quire into the whole matter. 

It recognizes the logic. of recent 
events and therefore had not been 
unexpected, but there was some 
grumbling among British rubber 
traders today because a year’s no- 
tice of the removal had not been 
given and among producers because 
the restrictions were not removed im- 
mediately. 

Quotations Take Big Drop. 

The Prime Minister’s ~statement 
was immediately followed by’ the 
marking down of. London. rubber 
quotations to 10% pence a pound, a 
decrease of 2%d (5% cents). The 
movement, however, was largely 
nominal and little business was 
transacted. It was largely a senti- 
mental fall, made as a precaution 
against possible speculative selling. 

Removal of the restrictions was 
discounted in February, when the 
Government first announced its de- 
cision to hold an inquiry, and it is 
predicted that the price will recover 
as soon as the market. has accom- 
modated itself to the new situation. 
At the moment the consumption of 
rubber is greater than the supply 
and London stocks are said to be 
low. Rubber importers say, how- 
ever, that when the full 100 per cent. 
British production comes on the mar- 


ket in November prices are bound to 
drop materially. 


Move Is Welcomed by Some. 


In many quarters here abolition of 
the restriction is welcomed. It is 
pointed out that it utterly failed to 
maintain the price of the commodity 


at 1 shilling and 9 pence, which was 
the figure aimed at, and encou d 
unrestricted Dutch rubber produc- 
tion .so that the proportion of the 
world supplies contributed by the 
Duteh plantations doubled in the last 
six years. 

After Nov. 1 the natural restrictive 
factor of price will be in operation in 
the’ British .rubber industry. If the 
supply exceeds the demand the price 
will fall and check all production, 
foreign as well.as-British, and also 
will check the use of reclaimed rub- 
ber in the United States. 

But the British industry, it is 
pointed out, will now be able to work 
at the fullest capacity on the same 
terms as foreign producers, and be 
free to regain the supremacy in the 
industry which it is contended would 
never’ have been lost if the restriction 
had not been imposed.

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Givers Ready to Divert Borah Fund to Miners; 
$160,000 Sinclair Oil Drive Lags at $7,000

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Senator 
Borah, acting on a suggestion made 
to. him. by Mrs. B. F. Langworthy, 
President of the Woman's City Club 
of Chicago, has consulted some of 
the contributors to the Sinclair ‘‘con- 
science fund’’ and found them agree- 
able to turning it over to stricken 
families of coal miners on strike in 
Pennsylvania and other States. 

The Senator began three weeks ago 
to collect his fund to pay back to 
Harry F. Sinclair the contribution of 
$160,000 he made to the Republican 
campaign fund of 1920. Contribu- 
tions were received briskly, though 
in small amounts, at the outset, but 
stagnation set in a week ago and the 
fund halted at about $7,000. 

Senator Borah thought of taking 
the matter to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention at Kansas City and 
asking party leaders to contribute 
the difference between what was col- 
lected by June 12 and the $160,000 
represented by the Sinclair contribu- 
tion. Should such an appeal fail, 
Mr. Borah contemplated returning 
the contributions to the donors. 

Among many suggestions received 
by the Senator for disposition of the 
fund was the one from Mrs. Lang- 


worthy suggesting that, with the 
consent of the subscribers, Senator 
Borah turn the fund over to poverty- 
stricken families of striking coal 
miners, 

Senator Borah replied to Mrs. 
Langworthy on Saturday that he 
would be glad to consult contributors 
in the light of her suggestion. After 
making ‘the correspondence public he 
stated that he had consulted as many 
of the contributors as he could and 
found them willing to devote the 
money to the cause of the miners.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The trial 
of Harry F. Sinclair, the New York 
oil man, charged with having entered 


into a conspiracy with Albert B. 


Fall, ex-Secretary of the Interior, to 
defraud the Government in the lease 
of the Teapot Dome navabPoil reserve, 
which was to have started today in 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court, was postponed until Monday. 
The Government was ready to pro- 
ceed, but the defense asserted that 
it needed time to study the Fall 
deposition taken at El Paso, Texas, 
and Justice Bailey granted the re- 
quest for a continuance. 

For the first time since the crimi- 
nal conspiracy indictment was voted 
against Fall and himself, Sinclair 
faced’ the Court alone today. Be- 
cause of Fall’s illness, Justice Bailey 
granted a motion for a severance of 
the trial. 

Sinclair came into court smiling 
this morning, but to some present he 
did not appear to be the confident 
man who in the past four years has 
fought a losing fight through half a 
dozen courts and, with the exception 
of the two contempt proceedings, 
once for contempt of the Senate and 
the second time contempt of the 


court, always with Fall at his side. 

George P. Hoover of counsel for 
Sinclair made the motion for a con- 
tinuance until Monday. Owen J. 
Roberts of counsel for the Govern- 
ment offered no objection.

CHICAGO, April 4.—King George 
of England, Muscle Shoals, the 
World Court and the high price of 
Bourbon whisky were injected as is- 
sues in the current.

with first degree murder and ar- 
raigned in the Concord Court today. 

He also said in this statement that 
Knowlton had admitted that on the 
morning following the murder he 
“thoroughly washed and renovated 
his automobile with water and chlor- 
ide of lime.’’ 

The District Attorney- and State 
detectives are understood to have es- 
tablished that Knowlton, who has a 
wife and three children, had been 
acquainted with Miss Stewart for sev- 
eral years and had, prearrange- 
ment, met her about 9 o'clock last 
Thursday night in Framingham, 
where she arrived by train from 
Boston.

‘KILL ALL AMERICANS,’ 
NICARAGUANS ARE TOLD 


But Handbills Appearing in 
Matagalpa Area Fail of Effect 
—Thieves Active in Unrest.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 4.— 
Handbills have been distributed along

region, it was stated, and all are re- 
maining on their haciendas.

Headquarters is now convinced 
that the rebel chief killed last Sat- 
urday in a fight with the patrol led 
by Lieutenant H. C. Roberts was the 
so-called General Ferrera, one of 
Sandino’s most active sub-chieftains.

He Discloses Arrangements to 
Exchange Data With Eng- 
land, France and Germany. 


SEEKS TO EXTEND SERVICE 


Two American Observers Will At- 
tend Coming Session of League 
Advisory Committee on Opium. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Evidence 
that illicit narcotic drugs are find- 
ing their way into the United States 
in increasing amounts has led the 
State Department to make arrange- 
ments with various powers through 
ciplomatic channels for the exchange 
of information on this traffic. The 
step was taken in December and has 
resulted in arrangements for a di- 
rect exchange of information with 
Great Britain, France and Germany. 
It is hoped to extend the system to 
the following countries, to which the 
Same proposal has already been 
made: 

Switzerland, Italy, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Portugal, Spain, 
Rumania, Free City of Danzig, 
Japan, Kingdom of the Serbs, Croa 
and Slovenes, Turkey, the 'Nether- 
lands and Greece. 

Disclosure of the move was made 
today by the State Department mak- 
ing public a letter from Secretary 
Kellogg on March 28, replying to 
Senator Smoot. Mr. Smoot had writ- 
ten asking for the facts as to the 
State Department’s ane with ref- 
erence to control of the traffic in 
narcotic drugs, in view of the meet- 
ing at Geneva on April 12 of the 
League of Nations Advisory Commit- 


tee on Opium and Other Dangerous 
Drugs. 


Defines Our Opium Policy. 


Mr. Kellogg, in reply, defined the 
American policy as one of seeking 
“eradication of the abuse of opium 
and cocoa leaves and their deriva- 
tives,’”” and of seeking the enactment 


of laws limiting their manufacture, 
sale and use to the medical needs of 
the world. 

The Government, he said, had on 
Oct. 14, 1926, instructed American 
diplomats in the countries signatory 
to The Hague convention to bring 
to the attention of these Govern- 
ments the steps taken in this direc- 
tion within the territorial limits of 
the United States and to int out 
the need for similar control in other 
countries, particularly those produc- 
ing opium derivatives. He then con- 
tinued: 

“Since the instruction of Oct. 14, 
1926, was issued, in order to perfect 
its system of control, this Govern- 
ment has adopted a new form of 
import certificates for narcotic ship- 
ments and has revised the regula- 
tions issued in pursuance of the Nar- 
cotic Drug mport and Export act.

“As a further means of .meeting 
this situation and because of the in- 
creasing evidence that illicit narcot- 
ics found within the territorial limits 
of the United States by the prevent- 
ive forces of this Government origi- 
nated from sources outside of the 
territorial limits of the United States, 
the department in December, 1927, 
directed its representatives at vari- 
ous. capitals to arrange with the 
Governments concerned for the direct 
exchange of information relating to 
persons and organizations engaged in 
the illicit international traffic in nar- 
cotic drugs between the officers 
directly concerned with the control 
of that traffic in the United States 
and the corresponding officers in 
such foreign Governments.’’ 

Mr. Kellogg added that John K. 
Caldwell. the department’s narcotic 
expert, who has been attached to the 
consulate at Geneva, and Pinkney 
Tuck, American Consul at Geneva, 
are instructed to attend the coming 
meeting of the League opium com- 
mittee as unofficial observers, as Mr. 
Tuck has done at its previous meet- 
ings. As the United States is nota 
member of the League they will not 
participate in the decisions, but they 
will be in position to inform the dele- 


tes of other nations informally of 
he American position.

ALBANY, April 4.—The haphazard 
policy pursued by the Legislature in 
relation to claims against the State 
up to the present time received a 
blow today when Governor Smith 
vetoed: forty-four- claims bills, the 
bulk of all such measures awaiting 
final action by him. In a vigorous 
statement the Governor attacked the 
practice now in vogue as unfair alike 
to. the State and to claimants and 
urged that next year the lawmaking. 
body enact a general law governing; 
the handling of such claims in‘ the 
future. 

In all, sixty-five claims bills were 
sent to the Governor at the end of 


the ——— session this year. This 
is about the usual number of such 
measures receiving favorable action 
from the Senate and Assembly in 
the course of a session. 

Some of the bills had been before 
successive Legislatures for several 
ears and in many instances had 
een passed, only to be vetoed by 
the —— as improper measures. 


The Governor’s Statement. 


The Governor’s statement was in 
part as follows: 

‘These bills all aim to confer juris- 
diction on the Court of Claims to de- 
termine the claims of various people 
for damages alleged to have been 
sustained by them through the négli- 
gence of the State of New York 
through its officers or employes. 

“T have been studying claim bills 
of this kind for years. They consti- 
tute one of the greatest problems 
and most unnecessary burdens 
placed upon the Governor by the 
Legislature.

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SMITH VETOES BILL 
ON COMPENSATION 


Governor Bars Legislative Con- 
trol of Funds to Be Used in 
Carrying Out Act. 


SEES AIM AT USURPATION 


Warning Is. issued on What Is Called 
an Encroachment on Ad- 
ministrative Duties. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 4.—In vetoing a 
bill today, which was designed to 
make the Workmen’s Compensation 
law conform with the State Depart- 
men’s law, under the reorganized 


government, Governor Smith sound-|. 


ed a note of warning against legis- 
lative encroachment upon adminis- 
trative activities. 

The Republican leaders of the 
Legislature, from time to time in 
the past, have contended that the 
Governor was seeking to usurp some 
of the functions of. the Legislature. 
Today the Governor gave an example 


of how the Legislature is seeking to 
usurp administrative functions. 

Under the present law there are 
two se te funds’ in the “Work- 
men’s Compensation Bureau. One is 
the so-called vocational rehabilita- 
tion fund and the other is the main 
fund out of which the entire ex- 
pense of administering the State in- 
surance fund is paid. . 

In both these funds quarterly 
estimates are at present made up by 
the executives in charge, with the 
consent of the director of the bud- 
get. The bill vetoed by the Gover- 
nor would have provided that the 
Governor and the fiscal leaders of 
the Legislature, instead of the direc- 
tor of the budget, revise and amend 
these quarterly estimates. 

“There is no reason in the world 
why two legislative leaders elected 
to carry out legislative functions 
should be placed in the position of 
controlling purely administrative ac- 
tivities,’” the Governor wrote in his 
veto memorandum. 

In this particular case, he said, the 
activities are not only entifely ad- 
ministrative, but are wholly financed 
and partly administered by the. peo- 
ple who insure their employes. He 
pointed out that these funds are not 
taken out of the State Treasury but 
are private funds temporarily in the 
custody of the State. 

“There can be no conceivable rea- 
son,’’ Governor Smith wrote, ‘‘why 
employments and other expenses paid 
out of these funds, increases in sal- 
aries, &c., should be approved by the 
two legislative leaders who are not 
expected to be continuously on the 
job, who live in remote sections of 
the State. and who cannot be ex- 
pected to have first hand knowledge 
of these problems. 

“T think that a warning should be 
issued to the people of the State 
against the increasing encroachments 
of the Legislature on executive and 
administrative matters of this kind. 
There are today in the various ap- 
propriation bills numerous lump 
sums which can be expended only 
upon the approval of both of the Fi- 
nance Chairmen of the Legislature. 
The aggregate sums over which 
these legislative leaders exercise

WORLD PEACE MOVES 
ATTACKED BY SHAW 


Trath as to What Parties Really 
Think of One Another Would 
End in Hostility, He Thinks. 





Better understanding between na- 
tions is undesirable at present, ac- 
cording to George Bernard Shaw, 
who sent a cablegram to that effect 
to The American Hebrew, the Pass- 
over number of which appears to- 


morrow. Two other Britishers, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
Bishop of London, disagree. 

“T am not convinced that in the 
present phase of inflamed national- 
ism a better understanding between 
nations and creeds is desirable,’’ said 
Shaw. ‘‘It may ‘be held very plausibly 
that the less they know of one an- 
other’s minds the better. Coopera- 
tion so far has been established on 
hypocritical pretenses, and the truth 
as to what the parties really think 
of one another would probably make 
an end of it and substitute a furious 
hostility.’’ 

In his comment on the work of the 
Commission on Better Understand- 
ing, formed last year in America, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury stated 
that in his opinion ‘‘there can be no 
question at all that we ought to look 
with eager friendliness toward any 
endeavor which increases mutual un- 
derstanding between Jews and Chris- 
tians.’’ The Bishop of London’s com- 
ment was to the same effect. ‘‘Any- 
thing which will lead to better un- 
derstanding between creeds, races 
— nations is all to the good,“ he 
said. 





3 STUDENTS HURT IN AUTO. 


They Were Going From Washington 
to Up-State Homes for Easter. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa;,°Aprl 4 (#).— 
Three George Washington University 
students were hurt and a fourth 


escaped uninjured early today when 
the automobile in which they were 
traveling to their homes in New York 
State for the Easter holidays left the 
road and crashed into a fence at 
Flora Dale, near here. 

The injured are John Carroll, 
Jamestown; Gecrge O’Donnell, Buf- 
falo, driver of the car, and Robert 
McGrath, Elmira, several of whose 
ribs were fractured. Their compan- 
ion, Jos2ph Conrad, Onondaga, was 
not hurt. 

The accident occurred at a sharp 
pre in the highway at the foot of a 
rill. 


Sees Juvenile Vagrancy Waning. 

Juvenile vagrancy has almost dis- 
appeared from New York, according 
to the annual report of the Children’s 
Aid Society, whereas seventy-five 
years ago, when the society was 
founded by Charles Loring Brace, it 
was a menace. In the past year the 
average number of juveniles given 
shelter in the home of the society 
was 142. There were 249 orphans 
and deserted children placed in 
homes and 269 temporarily homeless 
children cared for at its headquarters.

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POINCARE DENIES 
DEBT PLAN IS HIS 


French Premier Forced to Act 
When Germans Talk of ‘His’ 
Reparations Scheme. 


EUROPEAN PRESS CONFUSED 


Journal des Debats Points Out That 
Plan Published in New York 
Times Is Unofficial. 


Special Cable to TuH# New York Times, 
PARIS, April 4.—Premier Poincaré’s 
announcement at Carcassonne on 
Sunday that he would be willing soon 
to consider plans for commercializa- 
tion of Germany’s reparation debt by 
which repayment of the allied debts 
to the United States might be facili- 
tated has been the cause of enormous 
confusion in the European press dur- 
ing the last few days. Today the 
Premier was forced to issue a kind of 
denial that he has any plan at all, for 
the German press had begun to dis- 
cuss the ‘Poincaré plan’’ as if the 

French Premier had originated it. 

The French press has been unable 
to obtain any direct information, for 
every one officially connected with 
the discussion has sought by every 
means to prevent talk of it and has 
been compelled to fall back on com- 
ment on the outline of a plan pub- 
lished in THE New York TirmMgs on 
March 24. 

The known presence in Paris of S. 
Parker Gilbert, Agent General for 
Reparations Payments, has lent sig- 


nificance to the situation and has 
been the subject of many specula- 
tions. Mr. Gilbert will go to Rome 
tomorrow. 


Move Ascribed to Gilbert. 


Summine up all the fragmentary 
information available and the many 
hypotheses which have been built up 
on that information, the Journal des 
Débats makes the following com- 
ment tonight: 

“Though the plan published by 
THE New YORK TIMEs has no official 
nor even as yet u semi-official char- 
acter, it is none the less interesting 
as a point of departure in the discus- 
sion. Its origin certainly lies in the 





desire of the Agent General for Rep- 
aration Payments to fix definitely 
the character and amount of the 
German debt and..establish — 
tion on a sound basis. , 

‘Parker Gilbert has shown himself 


lalready troubled about the regularity 


of the normal annuity payments un- 
der the Dawes plan, which begin this 
year. He is afraid. that economic 
and political changesmay compro- 
mise the future. 

“The German Nationalists certain- 
ly never lose an opportunity of pro- 
testing against the alleged financial 
servitude of Germany and of de- 
manding reduction in the annuities, 
if not suspension of payment. 

“It is possible that some day there 


will come into power a’Government 
which will declare the German 
Treasury unable to fulfill its Pango 59 
ments, Last year a campaign th 
this object began in Berlin, and it 
‘was stopped only by Parker Gilbert's 
poeg — to Finance Min- 
ister Koehler 


Repudiation Is Forecast.

That is 
what the agents charged with insur- 
ing the regularity of her payments 
are troubled about, and that is. why 
they wish to see the reparations debt 
commercialized, for no German Gov- 
ernment would dare to suspend pay- 
ment on railway and industrial 
bonds involved and risk cutting off 
all credits to Germany.

DARTMOUTH TO RECEIVE 
$1,500,000 BEQUEST 


College Is Principal Beneficiary in 
Will of Edwin Webster Sanborn, 


Son of Former Professor. 





HANOVER, N. H., April 4 ).— 
Announcement that Dartmouth Col- 
lege would receive abcut $1,500,000 
from the estate of Edwin Webster 
Sanborn was made tonight by Presi- 
dent Ernest M. Hopkins. Dartmouth 
is the principal beneficiary under the 
will of Mr. Sanborn, who died on 


March 18 while on his way to South- 
ern California and was buried in the 
old Hanover Cemetery on March 30. 

Mr. Sanborn was graduated from 
Dartmouth in 1878. e was the son 
of Professor Edwin D. Sanborn, who 
for nearly fifty years was a member 
of the Dartmouth Faculty and part 
of. this time college librarian. On his 
mother’s side, Mr. Sanborn was the 
grandson of Ezekiel Webster, brother 
of Daniel Webster. Both Websters 
were Dartmouth graduates. 

The will provides that a sum not to 
exceed ,000 shall be expended for 
the construction and furnishing of 
an English house. The purpose is 
to reproduce in the modern college 
the spirit and atmosphere of social 
intimacy between Faculty and stu- 
dent which prevailed in the Sanborn 
home when Mr. Sanborn’s father 
was Professor of Englisk literature 
and belles lettres. 

The’ remainder of the “bequest, 
amounting to more than $1,000,000, 
is to be used to create an endow- 
ment fund, the annual income to be 
expended on the purchase of books 
for the college library.

House Measure Extends Project 
for New Hangars and Other 
Construction There. 


SUPPLEMENTS EARLIER PLAN 


Other Army Fields Would Share in 
$6,499,000 Sought for Special 
and Technical Bulldings. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—New avi- 
ation construction at Mitchel Field, 
N. Y., at a cost of $131,000 is pro- 
posed in -a bill introduced -in the 
House today by Representative 
James of Michigan, Republican mem- 
ber of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. The appropriation would be 
used to construct hangars, a photo- 
graphic building and storage facili- 
ties. It is supplemental to an ap- 
propriation of $294,000 authorized for 
construction at the field in a bill pre- 
viously introduced. 

The James bill carries a total ap- 
propriation of $6,499,500 to continue, 
during the fiscal year 1930, the con- 
struction of special and technical 
buildings for the Army Air Corps. 
It accords with the plan adopted by 
Congress in 1926 for the development 
of the Army Air Corps under a five- 
year program. 

Among the items proposed are the 


following: 

Albrook Field, Panama, $1,070,000; 
France Field, Canal Zone, $634,000; 
Wheeler Field, Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, $597,000; Bolling Field, District 
of Columbia, $277,000; Chanute Field, 
Illinois, $442,000; Crissy Field, Cali- 
fornia, $86,000; Duncan Field, Texas, 

323,000; Fairfield Air Depot, Ohio, 

243,000; Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 

206,000; Marshall Field, Kansas, 

000; Maxwell Field, Alabama, 

23,000; Post Field, Oklahoma, $155,- 
000; Rock Field, ifornia, 
$285,000; Depot, Cali- 
fornia, $743,000; San Antonio Pri- 
mary Training School, $931,000, and 
Selfridge Field, Michigan, $146,000. 

The expenditures at Mitchel Field 
would be allocated as follows: Han-

House bill No. 7009, mentioned by 
Mr. James, provides for construction 
at Mitchel Field as follows:

Developing Local Drama. 


In the preliminary discussions this 
afternoon the visitors learned at first 
hand about drama in a region largely 
unvisited by professional touring 
companies. For the current South- 
ern drama embraces the full range 
between Professor: Frederick Koch’s 
distinguished Carolina playmakers, 
of whom Paul Green, Pulitzer Prize 
winner, is the most eminent, to the 
earnest efforts of students at Berea 
College, Kentucky, of whom only 
one in a hundred has ever seen a 
professional production, according 
to their own Professor, James Watt 

ine. What New Yorkers learned 
chiefly, therefore, was that indepen- 
dent groups all through the; South 
are rapidly developing a local drama 
in place of what they are losing or 
never had. 

Opening the conference President 
Har Woodburn Chase of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina laid. em- 
phasis upon the artistic renaissance 
of the South during the past decade, 
Professor Baker explained the neces- 
sity, of organization in the non-pro- 


support concrete informatin n tech- 
nical details. American drama in 
general he likened t the pre-Shake- 
spearean perid, which had the seeds 
of commanding growth. 

Professor Koch, who has organized 
not. only , the local ; Carolina lay- 
makers but also the entire State of 
North Carolina with forty-seven high 
school clubs and sixty*two inde 
dent producing groups; laid empha- 
sis upon folk-drama which strives 
‘to interpret the folks where you 
are at,”’ like Paul Green’s ‘‘‘In 
Abraham’s Bosom” and ‘‘The Field 
God,’’ which were played in New 
York last season. Of Metropolitan 
writing in general Professor Koch 
declared ‘‘whatever a man writes in 
New York that is significant he bor- 
rows from his past.’’ 


Tell of Local Work. 


Representatives of university and 
community theatres in Mississippi, 
Virginia and Kentucky reported de- 
tails of the current work in their 
States. They described theatres es- 
tablished in old tobacco factories, in 
lecture halls where the actors had 


to scramble through windows to get 
behind scenes,.or in abandoned barns 
where the proyerbis) two planks and 
a passion comprised. the producing 
equipment. In one of the more strait- 
laced colleges the -director of the 
dramatic club had even persuaded 
the President to let him use the 
chapel during cold weather. 

Schemes for circumventing a lin- 
gering prejudice against all drama as 
a work ofthe devil and discussions 
aia| of native Southern dramatic themes 
which have not —* touched upon as 
yet indicated to the dissolute Broad- 
way.racketeers that at least.in the 
South the drama does not wait upon 
professional producing. As a brawl- 
ing Mississippian remarked: ‘They 
are mining the native ore.”” Or as a 
Kentuckian declared: ‘“We are bring- 
ing drama to our mountain people as 
the expression of their own life.” 

At the suggestion of Professor 
Koch and Margaret Vale of the Car- 
olina Dramatic Association plans 
were tentatively discussed for hold- 
ing at Chapel Hill next year a com- 
petition in original native dramas, 
acted by native Ta ers, from all 
through the United States. At din- 
ner Paul Green addressed the con- 
ference on the teaching of the drama, 
by which time the visitors were con- 
vinced that the independent theatres, 
which are being organized according 
to regions, are increasingly able, dis- 
cerning and determined.

ANGRY FOR SIX MONTHS. 

Years ago the reason why this 
city did not have good government 
was said to be that New Yorkers 
were incapable of staying angry for 
six months. Long before the election 
came around their indignation had 
cooled off. ‘They even forgot the 
cause of their previous anger. In 
national politics, too, anger often 
appears to be a brief madness. Just 
at present there is admittedly wide- 
spread resentment at the oil scan- 
tals under the previous Republican 
Administration.

The Senator 
rather ruefully acknowledges that 
up to the present he has had offers 
of only $7,000 and that he has de- 
cided. to drop his scheme of clearing 
the Republican skirts of tainted 
money until after the National Con- 
vention. Some people will hastily 
¢onelude that this shows how eva- 
aescent the oil charges are likely to 
orove. But that does not at all fol-

However virtuous the motive which

doctrine that such improvements are 
public in their nature and should be 
publicly financed, either by govern- 
ment itself or through the. instru- 
mentality of a quasi-public corpora- 
tion like the Port Authority. New 
York -City hasn’t heard the end of 
that controversy; a bill proposing to 
establish a similar municipal author- 
ity to:speed the construction of East 
River bridges failed. because Mayor 
WALKER refused to support it. One 
controversy the Governor did defi- 
nitely close, however, when, over 
protest, he sealed the fate of ‘the 
Fine Arts Commission and approved 
the act of the Legislature relegating 
the State Architect to a subordinate 
place in the Department of Public 
Works, 

All the bills about the frogs and 
the sandworms and the ferrets go 
into the deserved limbo. So do a 
number of other measures sponsored 
by the legislative leaders. As they 
read.the Governor’s veto messages, 
coming on top of his denunciation of 
their labors generally, they must 
envy their brethren across the river 
who haye a chance to hit back at 
the Executive, Or are their hearts 
seasonably filled with Lenten con- 
trition, devoutly recalling the con- 
fession: “We have left undone those 
“things which we ought to have 
“done, and we have done those 
“things which we ought not to have 
“done, and there is no health in us”? 


THE GRAND JURY’S FUNCTIONS. 


A Grand Jury in Essex County, 
New Jersey, listened yesterday to 
an exposition of its duties. This 
seemed to be needed, in view of the 
fact that the body which it suc- 
ceeded had not only failed to find 
indictments in gambling cases, but 
had returned a presentment recom- 
mending that some of the cases it 
had been hearing be disposed.of in 
the Police Court. That sounded to 
Chief Justice GUMMERE so much like 
misdirected zeal and contumacy that 
he had gravely admonished the re- 
tiring Grand Jury. When the new 
one was sworn in, the Chief Justice 
thought it high time that Grand 
Juries should understand what their 
relations to prosecutors are and 
where their own functions begin 
and end. Grand Juries in Essex 
County had been at loggerheads with 
prosecutors before the March term. 
They could not be allowed to be 
critics of the laws and to exceed 
their powers, which are strictly lim- 
ited, Elsewhere, too, that is what 
Grand Juries have done in a period 
marked by disrespect for the laws. 
Such a spirit could not invade the 
Grand Jury or the petit jury room 
without bringing justice into con- 
tempt ultimately. Chief Justice 
GUMMERE began by telling the new 
Grand Jury that it must disregard 
personal views and indict when a 
prima facie case was established 
by the prosecutor. He used this 
illustration : 

For the Grand Jury to refuse to 
take such action would be as un- 
justifiable as the refusal of a crim- 
inal court to try that case because 
the Court disapproved of an act of 
the Legislature. 

Chief Justice GUMMERE, the pre- 
sumption is, had in mind other of- 
fenses than gambling when he said 
that “the members of the jury may 
“not approve of the action of the 
“ Legislature in declaring what kind 
“of an act is criminal.” He re- 
minded the jury that they were “a 
“part of the machinery given over 
“to the administration of the crimi- 
“nal law,” and should not be gov- 
erned by their personal feelings. The 
criminal law is the creation of the 
Legislature, which is elected by the 
people; so that it may be said that 
the criminal law is the will of the 
people so long as it stands on the 
statute book. In conclusion, Chief 
Justice GUMMERE said: 

If the criminal charge is sup- 
ported, you have only one thing to 
do, and that is to present the con- 
clusion which your investigation 
has reached. 

This discourse, coming from a4 
learned and venerable Judge who 
has. been, considered for. the bench 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
should hearten.prosecutors who have 
had their troubles with grand juries 
in other States, and may perhaps 
have been dismayed by the difficul- 
ties of contending with the spirit of 
disregard of statutes and courts 
which the Chief Justice rebuked. 


A;DARK “ DAWN.” 

The Motion Picture Division of the 
Education*Department of this State 
does well to look carefully into ‘the 

propriety’ of allowing the film 
“Dawn” to be shown here. It is an 
English picture which was ruled out 
by the London censors, though it ap- 
pears that the London County Coun- 
cil has, voted to override their deci- 
sion. The objection to the film, which 


the British war nurse, EpirH CAVELL, 
is twofold, First, it has been estab- 
lished that the picture is‘a gross dis- 
tortion of the 1 facts.

The altruistic profes- 
sions of the would-be exhibitors of 
“Dawn” may pass for what they 
are worth. The charge that “ Ger- 
man influence” is at work here to 
prevent the showing of the film is 
preposterous. The true sentiment 
operating against “Dawn” is the 
sound one which holds that the com- 
ing together and cooperation of the 
nations ten years after the war 
should be helped in every way, never 
hindered. It is for such reasons 
that it is to be hoped that the State 
Education Department will place a 
ban upon this particular film.

THE DIETER. 


There is a set of people who be- 
lieve that their. own state of health 
and food preferences deeply interest 
others, When they have emptied: 
smoking-rooms and clubs, they take 
either to the sdap-box or the press. 
This explains a long article in The 
Spectator by F. YEATS-BROWNE. ‘The 
efforts of the highest caste to keep 
itself “ straight” are too well known 
to need to be confided to the news- 
papers. What “message” does Mr. 
YEATS-BROWNE address to a world 
unworthy of him? 

As 'I write these notes I am fast- 
ing. During the past fifty hours I 
have eaten only five oranges. Now 
for another day I shall drink noth- 
ing but milk. 

What of it? . There are plenty of 
sporadic fasters, for exhibition pur- 
poses. If somebody will make an 
authentic “ record,” all right, though 
the sport is scarcely popular. So 
far as we know, the. “record” is 
held by a convict, sworn to by the 
books, who lived on water for sixty- 
three days. He should be the patron 
saint of the Anti-Saloon League. 
We forget what was the matter with 
him. There was “nothing the mat- 
ter ” with his feeble English imitator. 
He is all for the Nature Cure—Na- 
ture being. an inconceivably gross 
and chronic feeder. He holds, with 
so many of our modern mystics, that 
“illness is a delusion.” If that be 
the case, why yield to an unpleasant 
delusion or illusion by sacrificing the 
agreeable illusion or delusion of good 
food and drink? 

Why not let folks eat what they 
want, subject to our friends, the doc- 
tors, who so seldom follow their own 
prescriptions? Those who are built 
to live can stand almost anything. 
For the sake of Florida and Califor- 
nia and the dairymen an orange- 
with-milk regimen might be encour- 
aged, but hardier plants look more 
tempting. Sir RICHARD BURTON, who 
had eaten and drunk most things in 
most countries, in India once fol- 
lowed the native wrestler’s bill-of- 
fare. He threw into himself balls of 
butter and sugar, tempered with 
draughts of hot. spiced milk. If he 
got bilious, probably brandy and 
soda was to blame, At any rate, 
the strong have often, permitted 
themselves to overeat in moderation, 
and have avoided excessive water- 
drinking. 


TOO MANY ULTIMATES. 


What a piece of work man will be 
when the successive new psycholo- 
gies get through with him! A French 
savant has just arrived with news 
of the discovery of the. super-con- 
scious mind in man. This is the 
well-known pendulum’ swinging the 
entire distance away from the Freud- 
ian subconscious mind. It is inter- 
esting news, but not particularly 
cheerful information for the old- 
fashioned conscious man who knows 
what he sees. It is now the mode 
that everything remarkable in 
human behavior shall be uncon- 
scious, whether sub or super. Genius 
or crime, ecstasy or animalism, will 
have its roots traced to the infra+ 
red Freudian radiations of the mind 
or the supra-violet rays of the new- 
est super-consciousness.

ALICE IN AMERICA. 


Nobody knows how many kinds 
of people love “ Alice.” Of those 
who got acquainted with her as 
children, some like her best in Won- 
derland, and others prefer the later 
adventures of the Looking-Glass. It 
is also known that there are a few 
strange people who actually do not 
care for her in any land, but those 
may be left out of consideration just 
now. For the original account of 
Alice’s life, set down in the clear, 
beautiful script of Lewis CARROLL, 
has brought the highest price ever 
paid for an author's manuscript. 

Two weeks ago The London Times 
wondered editorially whether the 
manuscript would be kept in Eng- 
land when the auction date rolled 
around. It could hardly imagine 
Alice “translated to a strange land 
“where earnest students of child 
“welfare will write treatises on the 
“irregular behavior of the Duchess’s 
“ baby, where ingenious philosophers 
“will never be content until they 
“have proved that Alice was an 
“ allegory,” and.so on until the final 
unkind accusation—*“ it will be re- 
“ quired in her leisure hours (if any) 
“to play baseball with a flamingo.” 

It is true that an American has 
bought the manuscript. But he has 
offered to give $5,000 to start a fund 
for buying it for the British Mu- 
seum. Alice may never reach these 
shores. She may remain in that 
Wonderland on which The London 
Times drops a melancholy tear as 
“a peculiarly English place.” Not 
that Alice’s American admirers will 
admit anything of the sort. Small 
Middie Western boys and girls: who 
missed balf the jokes when they met 
Alice many years ago thought of her 
as living in a peculiarly delightful 
place, Bu’ it was no more tnglish, 
to. their. provincial inland . minds, 
than Eskimo, and not nearly so 
much anything as Utopian. 

American appreciation of Alice 
may be unlike the best British feel- 
ing, but it would never tolerate 
picking on her. Baseball with fla- 
mingos, indeed! You might just as 
well say “cricket with hedgehogs.” 
Perhaps children who never ate 
whitings covered with crumbs and 
with their tails-in their mouths don’t 
understand all of the Gryphon’s con- 
versation... If. they. never heard a 
Cockney accent they could not see 
the point of undersea boots and 
shoes made of “ soles and 'eels.” But 
like Alice herself, they read over 
and over a book that has pictures 
and conversations. When they grow 
up, they read it again before they 
make a present of it to some lucky 
child who is about to pop down the 
rabbit-hole for the first time.

The Thirteen-Heart Hand. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tus Torres editorial comments en the 
bridge band of thirteen hearts were very 
interesting and amusing. However, 1 
wonder if many readers or players ana- 
lyzed this particular situation, because the 
opponents (especially the doubler) could have 
Saved more than half the penalty and most 
players would have done so. 

Here. is a situation where an ‘ sponent 
doubles: when holding none of the suit, but 
possibly three aces with. three or four 
kings and queens of the other suits (quite 
permissible and not subjéct to criticism). 
But it t* very doubtful if: many » players 
‘would have allowed the “redouble” to 
stand, for not only would they sense the 
situation, indicating extreme length and 
strength in the heart suit, ‘with not more 
than. two evits-in the hand, but also the 
possibility of making four spades or five 
of either of the minor suits, or at least a 
loss, of ‘but. a few points, so. would have bid 
and saved ‘the situation, except as to the 
381 points that would have been scored as 
hearts. (if:.125 for game. is. included),

player will allow his double, redoubled, of 
four or more tricks to stand, because it is 
80 much easier to make ten or more tricxs 
from a two or three suited high card com- 
bination (with length in one suit) than it

The program has grown from one 
council of seventy pupils in 1921 to 
over 700 councils at the present time. 

The ‘system ‘is’ rather unique, and 
while it is not considered scientific 
by ‘some, still all must admit that it 
is getting results. ‘Trained instruc- 
tors. go into the schools once each 
month and discuss some topic with 
the children, then in a week or so 
they have a discussion of the same 
topic, then the) pupils write their re- 
actions. The evidence that. I have 
seen. shows that much is being ac- 
complished toward better citizenship. 

This system goes further than most 
other plans in that it is given by 
special instructors during the regular 
school hours and that it can be used 
in public, private or parochial schools 
because it is strictly non-sectarian. 
It uses the ‘stories: and. such other 
things that will make the work con- 
crete, and it makes common, .¢veryr 
day problems simple enough so that 
they ‘muy: be understood by pupils 
from fourth’ grade and up. 

Our educational system has neglect- 
ed this phase of development in child 
life, and as a result we are turning 
every which way. to find a remedy 
for the ills with which society is af- 
flicted. If the great newspapers could 
all ‘use their tremendous influence to 
speed the time when character educa- 
tion shall have a prominent place in 
tae everyday) school curriculum, so 
that’ the moral: and spiritual side of 
the child life shall be as well develop- 
ed as the physical and the mental, 
the perplexing problems. of. society 
will largely solve themselves.

The 
discrepancy has no great bearing on 
the steel trade’s activities; it only 
adds another instance to the loss of 
value by many of the old-time ‘‘trade 
barometers.”

These have. correctly 
measured, by their increase or de- 
crease over a preceding year, the 
course of industry at the moment in 
every season since the war.
